WOULD BE WITH YOU THAT YOU COULD BECOME AT LEAST AN n AP lAYER AND MAYBE 
AN EXPERT. Here again, you GET out as much AS YOU PUT IN. If you 
REALLY WISH TO BECOME AN EXPERT, THEN YOU HAVE TO FIND THE TIME FOR 
STUDY, JUST AS YOU HAVE TO FIND TIME TO STUDY TO BECOME AN EXPERT LAWYER, 
ENGINEER OR ACCOUNTANT. 

Time is something of an illusion. We can often accomplish more by 

PURPOSELY DELUDING OURSELVES. THERE IS THE CASE OF THE MAN WITH A 

CLOCK THAT REGISTERS HOURS IN A 24 HOUR PERIOD. He CAN ONLY OPERATE
